Oklahoma hard hit 


Late snow covers most of nation

A massive March snowstorm. 


(he worst in recent years in 
some areas, closed schools ami 
businesses, blocked roads, and 
disrupted ground and air travel 
Tuesday in a sweep from the 
Great Plains to the Northeast. 


The storm dumped snow up to 


an estimated 18 inches in north- 
western Arkansas and 
gusty • 


winds whipped it into drifts five 
.feet high. It was the area's 
worst 
snowstorm 
in 
recent 


memory. The storm was the 
worst of the winter in Oklahoma

Rusk evades querry 
on troop escalation 


WASHINGTON (API -- Sen. 


J W. Fulbright failed Tuesday lo 
win 
a 
clear 
administration 


promise to consult his Foreign 
Relations Committee before de- 
ciding whether to send more. 
U.S. troops to Vietnam. 


"If more troops are needed." 


Secretary of Stale Dean Husk 
told Ihe cominiltce: "we will 
as we have done in Ihe pasl— 
consult with appropriate mem- 
bers of Congress." 


Wilh that, the two-day nalion- 


iilly 
televised and broadcast 


Rusk-Fulbright 
confrontation 


ended. Although the Arkansas 
Democrat told a newsman he 
was tiot satisfied with Rusk's 
answer on consulting Congress. 
he appeared publicly lo accept 
Husk's promise to appear in 
closed session with the commit- 
tee to expand on his limited 
public explanation of the admin- 
istration's Vietnam policy. 


The testimony—totaling about 


lO'-i hours over two days—pro- 
duced no announced changes of 
minds or policy on either side. 
Most of the 18 committee mem- 
bers look advantage of the na- 
tional 
television exposure to 


make public statements of their 
stands on the war. 


Rusk repeatedly lold the com- 


mittee he couldn't get too spe- 
cific about the war in such a 
public forum. 


He said the United States will 


adhere to its present policy and 
slick oul the war until an ac- 
ceptable peace can be negotiat- 
ed with North Vielnam. 


Bui Rusk said he can offer the 


committee no present hope thai 
Hanoi is interested. 


"We have no reason lo be- 


lieve." he said, "that they will 
not continue military operations 
full-scale." 


Rut the key question that 


dominated 
the 
hearings — 


congressional involvement in fu- 
ture decision-making on the 
course of the war—went un- 
answered. 


"He never did answer us."- 


Fulbright told newsmen later. 
"He didn't say positively he 
would, and he didn't say posi- 
tively he wouldn't."

The storm nearly paralyzed 


Springfield. Mo. Major indus- 
tries, public schools and a col- 


lege closed after an 11-inch 
snow. With snow drifts four to 
five feel deep, one newsman 
had to walk six miles to work. 
The Springfield headquarters of 
the Missouri Highway Patrol 
reported all its equipment was 
called out but that 50 per cent 
was stuck in snow.

He observed to newsmen that 


March 22 was the deadline for 
deciding whether to withdraw 
his name from the primary bal- 
lot in Oregon. 


If he should do so. he said, it 


would be difficult to become a 
declared candidate later. To 
withdraw from the Oregon race, 
he said he would have to file a 
statement .that he was not a 
candidate now and would not 
become one, 


"That would he a very diffi- 


cult thing to do." the governor 
said. 
Therefore. 
Rockefeller 


agreed, March 22 was the criti- 
cal date for deciding whether he 


s- -ould plunge into the White 
HI/ISD contest. 


Meanwhile, he repeated that 


he was "ready and willing to 
serve the country when and if 
there is n genuine call." v 


Rockefeller commented at a 


packed news conference after 
receiving an award in Pitts- 
burgh for his efforts in promot- 
ing modernized transportation 
in New York State. RM629pes 
in New York State. 


Earlier, he conceded an over- 


whelming victory for Richard 
M. Nixon in New Hampshire's 
presidential primary. 


"He deserves it," Rockefeller 


said, 
predicting 
that 
Nixon 


would capture 70 to 75 per cent 


' of the vote. 


Griffin 
hammers 
Evers 


JACKSON, Miss. (AP) — 


White 
candidate 
Charles 


Griffin 
smashed 
the 
first 


serious Negro congressional 
challenge since Reconstruc- 
tion days Tuesday night to 
win a special election for 
a U.S. House seat. 


With almost two-thirds of the 


precincts in the 12-county area 
of southwest Mississippi report- 
ing, Griffin held a lead ap- 
proaching 2-1 over Charles Ev- 
ers after a turnout that could 
set a voting, record. 


With 221 of 309 precincts tal- 


lied, Griffin had 55,162 votes to 
27,007 for Evcrs, a Negro lead- 
er. 


The 3rd Congressional District 


seal in Washington was vacated 
last January when John Bell 
Williams,'a rebel Democrat, re- 
signed lo become governor. 


Griffin, 41-year-old aide to 


Williams for 18 years, was a 
heavy favorite to turn back the 
most serious Negro congression- 
al challenge since the Recon- 
struction era. 


Evers, 45-year-old state field 


secretary of the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement.of 
Colored People, led in the first 
round of voting two weeks ago 
as white voters split up among 
six candidates. 


Despite the cold 
and wet 


weather, most counties reported 
at least some precincts were 
voting heavier than in the first 
round, when a record 114,371 
cast ballots. 


Federal poll watchers were 


assigned again to keep an eye 
on the voting hut no serious inci- 
dents were reported. 


The campaign was uneventful 


and seemed to arouse little emo- 
tion. Evers appealed to the poor 
of both races to support his 
stand for more federal welfare 
for Mississippi. .Griffin, 
sick 


with flu most of the second cam- 
paign, used television spots to 
stress his Washington experi- 
ence. 


Both agreed it had not been a 


racist campaign. 


.And both predicted victory. 
Griffin termed himself a con- 


servative Democrat. He called 
frequently for unity and partici- 
pation of the voters in the elec- 
tion. 


Observers classed Griffin as a 


moderate conservative. He has 
supported federal aid in many 
areas and has said he would 
vole against open housing in Ihe 
House. 


Evers said he felt his cam- 


paign to aid the poor, of both 
races would bring him victory 
but he has conceded that the 
number of voters who crossed 
racial lines was not significant. 


All precincts in the district 


opened al 7 a.m. for 11.

Armed hijackers force 
another plane to Cuba 


MIAMI, FLA. (AP) - A Na- 


tional Airlines jet with 58 per- 
sons aboard was hijacked at 
gunpoint over Florida Tuesday 
by two men who left the plane 
in' Havana with a third man 
who told passengers he was 
being kidnaped. 


Clyde 0. Johnson of Kingston, 


Jamaica, a passenger, said the 
two men had automatic pistols 
and forced a third man to leave 
the plane with them. 


"The third man told other 


passengers this appeared to be 
the end of the rope for 
him," 


Johnson said at Miami's air- 
port. "He didn't say why." 


Stewardess Sally Sue Jackson, 


26, said in Miami that one of the 
men who appeared to be Cuban 
pointed his gun al another ste- 
wardess and forced her lo-open 
Ihe cockpit door. 


The plane was allowed to 


leave Havana after more than 
six hours and'relumed to Mi- 
ami, 
landing 
at 
7:57 
p.m. 


(EST). The plane arrived at Ha- 
vana's Jose Marti Airport at 
12:36 p.m. after leaving its nor- 
mal flight path without radio 
eontacl about four minutes after 
takeoff from Tampa. 


It was the third commercial 


airliner hijacked and taken into 
Cuba in just 
16 'days. Last 


March 5, a Colombian airliner 
was seized over (he Caribbean 
and last Feb. 21 a Delta Air 
Lines jet was commandeered 
over Florida.

The first hint of trouble came

"We don't have any idea how 


many people were involved in 
the hijacking," Boatman said. 


Hijackers have attempted to 


take over two other NAL flights 
in the past but were disarmed 
by passengers or crewmen.

CONCORD, N.H. (AP) — 


Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy, 
D-Minn., whose challenge to 
President Johnson's Viet- 
nam war policies was pooh- 
poohed by the political pros, 
ran a strong second Tues- 
day night in returns from 
New 
Hampshire's 
presi- 


dential primary. 


With 38 per cent of the expect- 


ed total vote tabulated, Mc- 
Carthy, Ihe soft-spoken, easy- 
going campaigner who has no 
expectation of keeping the presi- 
dent from being renominated. 
was collecting 36 per cent of the 
counted ballots. 


McCarthy's name was on the 


ballot and Johnson's was not. 
But in his rosiest dreams, the 
Minnesota senator had hoped 
for only about a 30 per cent 
vote. 


This much was calculated to 


keep his drive against Johnson's 
Asian course emotionally and fi- 
nancially alive for a series of 
additional primary challenges 
in Wisconsin April 2 and in Ne- 
braska. Oregon and California. 


On the Republican ballot for- 


mer Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon was running away with 80 
per cent of the tabulated vote. 
He was opposed by a write-in 
campaign for New York Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller. 


Wilh only 9 per cent. Rocke- 


feller was in the position of hav- 
ing to think twice before becom- 
ing an active candidate against 
Nixon for (he- nomination. The 
early results were not encourag- 
ing for him to believe that—on 
the basis of what happened in 
this little Yankee stronghold- 
thai there was a national de- 
mand for him to run. 


In anticipation of a sweep that 


would help him shake Ihe "los- 
er" label with which he has 
been lagged. Ni\on opened na- 
tional 
headquarters in 
New 


York with the fanfare of rock 'n 
roll bands, free-flowing bars 
and hot dogs. 


With 57 of 302 precincts count- 


ed. Johnson had 8530 votes. . 
McCarthy 5637. That represent- 
ed 38 per cent of the projected 
Democratic vote. 


Nixon .had 
15,141 votes 
to 


Rockefeller's 1.736 with CO pre- 
cincts tallied. That was 21 pc'r 
cent of the expected vote. 


McCarthy 
waged 
a dovish 


challenge lo Johnson's Vielnam 
policies, 
while 
Nixon 
cam- 


paigned as a hawk who contend- 
ed the President is not doing 
enough to end the conflict. 


Thus Hie combined vote for 


McCarthy and Nixon would be 
matched in some quarters as 
evidencing dissatisfaction with 
the President and frustration 
with the war. 


In the tabulations. Michigan 


Gov. George Romney. who with- 
drew and left Nixon without a 
formidable opponent on the bal- 
lot, was getting about 2 per cenl 
of the vole because his name 
still was carried on the ballots 
handed to voters. 


In the Democratic contest, 


Sen. Robert F. Kennedy. D- 
N.Y., considered the Presidenl's 
foremosl challenger in thai par- 
ty, got a write-in that added up 
lo only one per cenl. 


In Ihe little noticed vice presi- 


dential contest, Vice President 
Hubert II. Humphrey had 4i per 
cent of Ihe spare voles.

children. I myself had time to 
think. Was 1 being a meddling 
"do-gooder." helping Dan out 
of my own vanity, or was 1 
genuinely concerned aboul this 
man? 


As 
time 
slowly passed. 
I 


prayed for charily. And then 
1 started off into the woods. 


Talked for hours 


There Dan was. sitting on a 


fallen tree. Uan and I must 
have talked for two hours. We 
talked about religion. We talked 
about 
r e s p o n s i b i l i t y , 
our 


responsibility to each other, and 
to God. 


I had the strong feeling that 


our minds met that day. But 
I'll never really know. 


Dan came back to work. He 


did 
fine. 
And 
then 
several 


weeks later. Uan was killed in 
a car accident. 


I remember somebody in my 


own 
family 
saying 
to 
me: 


"Well, it wasn't worth all your 
trouble, was it?" 


I was upset, not only because 


the statement was incorrect, 
but 
for the callous attitude 


which lack of understanding 
had prompted. Yet. there was 
no way for me to say that 
my concern for Dan had proven 
of value. 


Not ended 


Dan's family dispersed soon 


after and it seemed that his 
story so far as I was concerned 
had ended. That was not so. 


Years later. 
I was 
talking 


with one of the men from our 
shop. He was one of the oldest 
employes and one of the best. 


"I've never told you this." 
he said, "but when I first came 


to work here I had a lot of 
personal ', trouble. 
It 
was 
a 


shakier period in my life than 
even I knew. But the thing thai 
made me straighten up was the 
way you tried to help thai 
fellow Dan. I realized you would 
have concerned yourself with 
me the same way you did him. 
and I became determined that 
you wouldn't have to. You never 
knew it. but you changed my 
life." 


Whenever 1 recall this story 


of Dan. I am reminded that 
none of us lives in a vacuum, 
t h a t 
a l l o u r 
l i v e s are 


intertwined, that despite 
the 


amazing advances of our age. 
in the 
final 
analysis, people 


need people.

announcements are expected before next month. 


However, if both Chrysler and Georgia-Pacific decide 


not to locate here, . the situation is still 
refreshing. 


If one should come to the area, it will be a shot in 
the arm to our furure. 


The simple fact that two companies of the magnitude 


of Chrysler Motors and Georgia-Pacific are showing an 
interest in this region serves as proof that the industrial 
climate of the Pocono Mountains is vastly improved 
over a few short years ago. 


Chrysler reportedly is interested in purchasing 200 


acres, while Georgia-Pacific is thinking in terms of 10 
acres. 


The addition of these two firms to our area would 


be a tremendous stimulus to our growth. Their interest 
is a big boost to our morale. Win or lose in the bidding 
for these two concerns, the Pocono Mountains will have 
gained in industrial prestige.

'Folly' enters action 


NEW YORK - 
"McNamara's folly," the 


P-lll, goes inlo combal over 
North Vietnam. 


The first batch of the planes and their pilots 
arc now headed for Takhli, a" huge Royal Thai 
Air Force Base about 100 miles north of Bangkok. 


There is no true way to compute the cost 


of the first F'-lll that will hurl itself againsl 
•a strongly defended North Vietnam target. The 
TFX program, as it was called at ils controversial 
birth seven years ago, was earmarked for about 
six billion dollars. It will cosl much more. 


The Navy didn'l want il and the Air Force 


was less than enthusiastic. Presidenl Kennedy's 
decision lo let the construction contracts lo 
General Dynamics and Grumman, against the 
advice of his military advisers, drew sharp cries 
of 
"Politics." 
Many 
experienced 
airmen 


considered Boeing's proposed swept - wing design 
superior to the 
chosen 
c o n f i g u r a t i o n . 


Congressmen snorted and raged. 


McNamara 
stood 
firm. 
The 
work 
went 


forward and the first tests of the prololypes 
began. The navy's opposilion became stronger. 
The TFX was too heavy to land on its carriers, 
too heavy to be launched, too, unless landing 
decks were reinforced and new catapults were 
produced. Besides, it was too big to store in 
any quantities. 


Hard to handle 


The Air Force had reservations, too. The 


first planes off the assembly line at Fort Worth 
proved hard to handle. The intake and exhaust 
areas of the Pratt and Whitney engines had 
to be redesigned. The engines were flaming out. 
There were a couple of fatal crashes. 


The big bomber orienled officers at Strategic 


Air Command were dubious lhal a plane wilh 
only Iwo engines, a plane, Dial would all but 
fil in the bomb bay of A B-52, could ever 
be a suitable replacement — even Ihough the 
designers swore they could "stretch" it' and 
make it inlo an inlercontinental bomber as lelhal 
as the B-52 bill much less vulnerable lo ground 
fire.

And now, 
as it heads toward its^first war, the F-1H is 
held by the Air Force to be the greatest fighting 
plane in the world, infinilely beyond anylbing 
that preceded it. infinilely beyond anything Ihe 
olher side can hope to fly against it. 


The F-lll can carry a mixed load oS 500 


pound bombs. 750's and the biggest we use 
in this war. Ihe 3,000 pounder; as well as the 
heavy air - to - ground guided missile, the 
lighter air - to - air supersonic Sidewinder for 
aerial combat, and 20 MM. cannons. 


But other fighter - bombers in the inventory 


can, loo. What sets the F-lll apart is it's 
incredible electronics systems. Ils "little black 
boxes" will enable it to approach a target at 
virtually treetop level, 
thus avoiding radar 


deteclion and the menace of Ihe Russian - built 
Sam, A telephone pole sixed ground to air missle 
lhal is etleclive only against high - flying planes. 


The F-lll's controls can oe pre - set to 


cause the plane to follow not only a zig - 
zag course on Ihe way lo Ihe target but also 
to follow the contour of the countryside. It can 
automalically ascend as il approaches a hill 
or mountain and automatically dip down inlo 
Ihe valley beyond. The on - board computer 
instructs the pilot as to Ihe precise location 
of the target, the direction of the wind over 
the targel, and Ihe best approach. The F-lll 
radar "draws a piclure" of the targel, as it 
approacnes. 


The F-lll can luck back its wings and go 


immediately supersonic at low level after it 
drops its load, oulrace anything thai mighl give 
pursuil, slreak straight upward like a rocket 
to great heights, spread its wings, and practically 
glide to its waiting tanker.

the crew will be released "certain 
payments

In non-communist language, this means ransom.

North Koreans plan to Jiandle the Pueblo case 
similar to that of four American fliers captured 
in 1951 by Hungry when their plane wandered 
off course and was .forced to land behind [he 
Iron Curtain. 
In that international incident, 


the Truman Administration paid ransom of more 
than $30.000 a head to get the four American 
fliers released after they spent several months 
as prisoners. 


Whether the $100 million Pueblo will be 


returned is still not clear from the talks at 
Panmunjon. It is located in a remote corner 
of North Korea's Wonsan harbor.
